Gov. Smith’s statement was 
made to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
in a hotel room at Shenandoah, 
Ta., the presence of witnesses. 
It Was volunteered by the Gov- 
ernor in the course of conversa- 
tion and without any qualification 
as to’ being made in confidence. 
The governor was questioned by 
the reporter as to details. He did 
not then describe the statement 
as a rumor but as a matter of 
“common knowledge.” 

Smith, who made his statement 
June 21, had no memory of it to- 
day when he went before the 
committee in executive session. 

However, a succeeding witness, 
Representative Milton Duvall of 
Clarksville, chairman of the House 
Committee on Roads and High- 
Ways, gave the conimittee a re- 
port he received that a lobbyist 
for trucking interests was ob- 
served handing money to a House 
member in a corridor adjoining 
the chamber. 

Names Possible Source of Data. 

Duvall did not name the lobby- 
ist or the legislator, but hé“pfo- 
vided the name of @ man who 
might be able to furnish some 
information, the committee re- 
ported, 

A committee spokesman told 
of the Governor’s denial of state- 
ments attributed to him at Shen- 
andoah. He said Smith contend- 
ed he spoke off the record to 
the reporter and that he said he 
“only heard rumors” of payments 
by truck lobbyists to legislators 
on the floor of the House. 

The committee spokesman de- 
scribed Smith as “co-operative.” 
He said the Governor gave infor- 
mation the committee considers 
“confidential, but which may lead | 
into something upon investiga- 
tion.” ‘ 

Before Groups 35 Minutes. 


Smith was before the commit- 
tee for 35 minutes, after request- 
ing that his appearance be before 
an executive, or closed session. 
The committee’s original plan was 
to call him as a witness at a pub- 
lic hearing next Tuesday. 


Smith requested the private 
hearing early this week, when 
the committee asked if he was 
going to accept its invitation to 
testify. The committee has not 
decided whether it will ask 
Smith to appear -at the public 
hearing. 


Duvall, besides providing the 
“lead” on ‘a reported lobbyist’s 
payment to a legislator, also told 
the committte that George Goode 
of St. Louis, legislative chairman 
for the Missouri Bus and Truck 
Association, had served liquor to 
legislators when a minor bill af- 
fecting truck interests was pend- 
ing before the House. 

Goode Denies Incident. 


Duvall said the liquor was 
served in a legislator’s office 
across the corridor from the 
House chamber.

RIVER RECEDING 
NEAR ST. CHARLES; 
LOSSES IN FLOOD 


PUT AT $2 500,000 


40,000 Acres of Rich 
Farm Land Still Under 
Water—Many Families 
Evacuated After Rail 
‘Levee Break.

The Missouri river at St. Charles 


receded slowly today, but more 
than 40,000 acres of rich farm land 


iremained under flood waters 


which broke barriers yesterday 
and swept north to a new con- 
fluence with the Mississippi above 


Portage des Sioux. 

Several iundred families in the 
area had been evacuated from 
their homes and damage was esti- 
mated by officials at $2,500,000, 
of which about $2,000,000 was to 
crops and the rest to buildings 
and other property. 

The river’s stage at St. Charles 
was 36.03 feet at 7 a.m. today, 
a drop of .32 of a foot from the 
36.35-foot crest reached at noon 
yesterday. This crest compared 
with 36.5 feet in the 1944 flood 
and a record high of 40 feet in 
1844, 

New Rise Expected. 

The Missouri was expected to 
recede for the next day or two 
at St. Charles and then to rise 
again as a result of heavy rains 
outstate. The river was down a 
foot at Boonville, but farther up- 
stream, at Lexington and Kansas 
City, it had risen a foot. Nearly 
seven inches of rain fell at Lex- 
ington yesterday. 

Highway 94 was several feet 
under water just north of St. 
Charles near the point where the 
Missouri -Kansas-Texas railway 
embankment, last restraint against 
the swollen stream, -gave way 
early yesterday. The highway 
was flooded also at two other 
points —— south of Portage des

WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP)— 
The United States has given no- 
tice to Russia and its major satel- 
lites that it is canceling all Ameri- 
can tariff concessions on goods 
they ship to this country. 

The State Department disclosed 
the action today. 

President Truman took the step 
at the direction of Congress, which 
has sought to deprive Communist 
areas of all American trade bene- 
fits. 

The State Department said goods 
from Russia, Romania, Bulgaria, 
Hungary and Poland will be af- 
fected once the necessary time for 
notification elapses. 

Exports from Communist Czecho- 
slovakia, ned China, East Ger- 
many and eastern Berlin also will 
be hit along with goods that might 
be shipped from Albania, Estonia, 
Latvia, Lithuania, any parts of 
Korea and Indochina under Com- 
munist control, the Kurile islands, 
Outer Mongolia, South Sakhalin 
island and Tanu Tuva.

SUES EASTMAN CO. 
FOR KEEPING FILM 


Denver M. Wright of Ladue to- 
day filed suit against Eastman 
Kodak Co.,.of Chicago, because of 
its refusal to return his motion 
picture films of .Amazonian na- 
tives bécause the’ primitive In- 
dians were unclad. 

Wright: asked $50,000 damages 
for. “wrongful detention” of the 
films he braved South American 
jungles to take, and $500,000 
property value if the 200 feet of 
film in question is not returned. 
The civil’ action was filed in 
United States District Court at 
Chicago by Edward T. Wright, St. 
Louis attorney and son of the 
plaintiff, who is a leathergoods 
manufacturer and big-game hunt- 


r. 
Denver Wright returned to St. 
Louis last May with 8000 feet of 
film he took on a South American 
trip which carried him into ter- 
ritory. occupied by hostile, head- 
hunting Indians. The film was 
sent to Eastman for processing; 
the firm termed 200 feet, or four 
reels, “objectionable” because 
primitive man didn’t have enough 
clothes on, kept the 200 feet and 
asked for permission to. destroy 
t. Eastman said the film might 
violate postal, local or state laws. 

Wright contends the film is of a 
documentary nature and is of “im- 
measurable value to science and 
education.” He said it was taken 
at great expense, time, dahger 
and inconvenience.

NEW YORK, July 6 (AP) 
Frederick ‘Vanderbilt Field, mil- 
lionaire leftist, was ‘ofdered com- 
mitted to jail today for contempt 
of court in refusing to tell who 
posted $80,000 bail for four fugi- 
tive American Communist leaders. 

He was taken to a detention 
cell. 

Field was sentenced for 90 days 
or until the “angel” of left-wing 
causes purges himself of con- 
tempt by revealing the names. 

Legal circles said that if Field 
failed to purge himself during 
his 90-day sentence, he could be 
asked the same question again 
after the sentence was served and 
could be adjudged in contempt 
again if he continued to refuse 
to answer. 

United States District Judge 
Sylvester J. Ryan rejected a de- 
fense plea to continue Field, the 
secretary of the Civil Rights Con- 
gress bail fund, on parole until 
his appeal was heard this after- 
noon in New Haven, Conn. 

United States Court of Appeals 
Judge Thomas A. Swan heard 
this afternoon Field’s petition for 
bail pending his appeal. 

Swan said he would announce 
later. whether bail would be 
granted. :

TOKYO, July 6 (AP)—Allied 
warplanes today were ordered to 
keep away from the highway down 
which Communist negotiators will 
travel for preliminary cease-fire 
talks in Kaesong. 

Lt. Gen. QO. P. Weyland, Far 
East air forces commander, is- 
sued the order a few hours after 
opposing commanders completed 
arrangements by radio for a Sun- 
day meeting—and guaranteed 
safe conduct to the emissaries. 
, The Communist delegation 
was scheduled to leave Pyong- 
yang, the Red Korean capital, at 
5 a.m. Saturday (2 p.m. St. Louis 
time today.) 

The Communist convoy will fly 
white flags as it travels down 
the bomb-pocked Pyongyang-Sa- 


riwon-Namchongjom highway to 
esong, three miles south of 
Parallel 38. 


Gen. Weyland ordered his war- 
to. make no attacks along 
‘the route after 4 am. Saturday 
(1 p.m. St. Louis time Friday). 

The order carried out the 
pledge of safe conduct made éar- 
lier in the day by Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway, United Nations com- 
mander. | 

Red Supply Artery.

A message from the Red high 
command tonight said it “agreed” 
to Ridgway’s plans to assure safe 
conduct of the Communist dele- 
gates. 

The two delegations will meet 
Sunday to arrange for a cease- 
fire session scheduled to. start in 
Kaesong Tuesday. .

' Latest Defense Department fig- 
ures show a total of 78,110 Amer- 
ican battle casualties in Korea— 
13,000 dead, 52,975 wounded, 10,- 
649 missing, 159 prisoners and 
1327 once missing but since found. 
These figures represent only the 
casualties reported to the next of 
kin. The actual figure doubtless 
exceeds 80,000. 

World War II cost 994,893 Uni- 
ted States casualties, including 
325,464 dead. There were 780,173 
Union and Confederate casualties 
in the Civil War, with a total of 
398,252 dead. World War I took 
333,734 casualties, including 130,- 
274 dead. 

All the other wars combined, 
plus a number of military expedi- 
tions—including the Philippine 
insurrection, the Cuban fighting 
in 1906-1909, the Mexican border 
wars in 1911-1916 and others—ac- 
counted for 52,258 casualties. This 
total, however,

Likewise, Dewey added, the 
United Statcs is unafraid of the 
“continuing threat of warlike 
Communist aggression” because 
of America’s tremendous indus- 
trial might. 

“Neutralism an Illusion.” 

The twice-defeated Republican 
presidential nominee declared 
“neutralism is an illusion from 
which oniy the harsh reality of 
defeat and slavery can result.” 

He said the free nations “with 
unity and deve'opment of over- 
whelming strength” can “look 
forward to the gradual exhaus- 
tion and disintegration of the 
Communist forces of slavery and 
aggression.” 

The United States, he said, 
“will never be the one to start 
a war in any conceivable set of 
circumstances.” 

“The people of America and 
of the free world,” he added, “are 
building their strength for the 
sole and exclusive purpose of 
preventing war. 

“The United States will never 
attempt to use other nations for 
purpose of aggression. All these 
contemptible methods we leave 
to the imperialist aggressors. 

War Not Inevitable. 

“We do not believe war is in- 
evitable. 

“We are dedicated to the high 
purpose of making peace inevit- 
able. 

“It must be a peace of strength 
—not a mere peace of surrender 
or appeasement.” 

Dewey said that when a Japa- 
nese peace treaty is completed he 
was “convinced that the conduct

Mr. Oatis was convicted for 
asking questions which a newspaper man would 
ask here in the United States as a matter of 
course, but which have become inconceivable to 
the so-called journalists of the Red orbit. They 
have learned to be interested in nothing but the 
official line. While a curtain of secrecy hangs 
between us and much of what is going on in 
the Communist countries, a curtain every bit 
as thick hangs between the rulers of those na- 
tions and their people.

Paradox of American Letters 


A WESTERN JOURNAL, Thomas Wolfe. (Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh Press, pgs., $3. 

This is Thomas Wolfe’s diary of a trip 
through the far western states the summer . 
before he died. The editors have done a 
superb job of transcribing entries which, 
though they were hasty scrawls, are in the 
full bloom of Wolfe’s characteristic surg- 
ing, florid style. 

The last entry concludes, “ . . . the 
pity, terror, strangeness and magnificence 
of it all!” That such boyish rhetoric in- 

trudes upon factual 
notes gathered as 
nuclei for an ex- 
panded work makes 
all the more pathetic 
Wolfe’s s: 
“It is.really a kind 
of tremendous ka- 
leidoscope that I 
hope may succeed 
in reporting a whole 
hemisphere of life 
and America.” 

He died two 
months after these 
words were written. 
There is a hint of 

Thomas Wolfe psychosis in the 
nervous monotony of Wolfe’s entries, 
which, like much of hig later work, give 
the impression that he wrote in a hyp- 
notic trance. Still, after some reflec- 
tion, a more horrible reality presents it- 
self: this is the diary not of a man about 
to die but a man who never grew up, an 
atrophied Gargantua. The journal would 
have passing interest as the impressions 
of a college student, but as even the note- 
book of an established author, it is disap, 
pointing. Contrast it, for example, with a 
similar record maintained by Washington 
Irving when he traveled the middle west. 

Yet Wolfe’s journal differs little from 
his finished works: great vigor, but no 
depth; much cataloguing, but little inge- 
nuity. He has suffered greatly from post- 
humous revaluation by critics, though his 
misguided energy still captivates a fringe 
of devotees who have read him in snatches, 
and not studiously. In this respect he is a

son check the Army’s denial in 
1948 of his charges that RCA 
“grabbed” radar patents from the 
Signal Corps. 

Pearson yesterday urged a Sen- 
ate Labor subcommittee investi- 
gating ethics in government to 
loo® into the “relationship” be- 
tween RCA and the Signal Corps. 

The columnist said the Depart- 
ment of Justice has been “strange- 


‘ly inactive” about ‘investigating 


what he called RCA’s “grab” of 
the basic radar patent from the 
Signal Corps. 

An RCA spokesman retorted in 
New York that Pearson’s charges 
were “old and were defiled by the 
ears ago. 
The spokesman said the Army 
issued a statement. at’‘that time 
saying in effett that the charge 
did. not “have a shred of truth 
in-it,” and-also answering Pear- 
son’s charge of inactivity in the 
— by the Department of Jus- 

ce. 

The Army statement to which 
the spokesman referred was is- 
sued on April 21, 1948. It said, 


tin part: 


| “The implications in Mr. Pear- 
son’s statement are not only un- 
fair, but are absolutely without 
foundation, as proven beyond 
question in the course of the in- 
vestigation into the entire situa- 
tion. 

“In view of other implications 
by Mr. Pearson, it was emphasized 
that. no legal action ever. was 
instituted by. the Government, 
since there were no grounds then, 
or are there any grounds now, for 
such a suit. 

“In fairness to the Radio Corp, 
of America and its president, Mr, 
David Sarnoff, the Army empha- 
sizes that their voluntary submis- 
sion .of proposed patent applica- 
tions at the time in question and 
their subsequent co-operation with 
the Department of the Army in 
every respect have been of invalu- 
able benefit prior to the war, dur- 
ing the war, and since it ended.” 

Pearson had also charged that 
12 cases of secret. data on radar 
disappeared from the Signal 
Corps laboratory at Fort. Mon- 
mouth, NJ. 


An official 
said, however, no such disappear-

groes and Frank Saucier. 

“Zack Taylor will continue as

one who will fit better into our 
long-range picture,” Veeck said, 
adding, “If we can get the man 
we want tomorrow, we ‘ll change 
managers right away.” 

Joe Gordon, manager of Sacra- 
mento in the Pacific Coast 
League, and Lou Boudreau, now 
with the Red Sox,, had been men- 
tioned prominently for the Brown- 
ie pilot’s job. Gordon was the 
second baseman and Bourdeau the 
shortstop- manager for. Veeck’s 
Cleveland club. (Gordon, how- 
ever, said he would remain on the 
Coast.) : 

Veeck said he had contacted 
four clubs to get permission to 


discuss the managerial opening) 


with those teams’ managers. 

Also mentioned for the post was 
Charley Grimm, an old friend of 
Veeck and current pilot of first- 
place Milwaukee in the American 
Association. “Grimm is happy 
there,” Veeck said, “and I don’t 
think he’ll be our manager. We’ve 
thought about Boudreau, too,” 

He’ll Find Place for Zack. 

Taylor has done a good job with 
the talent at hand, Veeck said. 
Zack, who caught for the Cubs 
when Veeck was with that organ- 
ization, will be retained in the 
Browns’ organization in some ca- 
pacity. 

The manager question was the 
first big bombshell at the press 
conference held in the Browns’ 
offices at Sportsman’s Park yes- 
terday, only one hour after final 
contract details were settled and 
the Veeck group took over control 
of the club from Bill and Charley 
DeWitt. 

Hardly one to pull his punches, 
Veeck said he would use Negroes, 
Japs, anyone, on his club if they 
would help win games. Veeck, 
who signed the first Negro to play 
in’ the American League, said 
there was a good chance Satchel 
(The Fabulous) Paige would hurl 
for the Browns. 

“Satch is pitching better now 


than when he started for us at | 


Cleveland,” Veeck said before re- | 
calling that Paige had gained 15 
pounds since all his teeth were 
er He’s at least 51,” Veeck 

Saperstein Unofficial Scout. 

Describing Abe Saperstein, 
Browns stockholder and promoter 
of the Harlem Globetrotters, as 
the man who knows most about 
baseball talent in the hinterlands, 
Veeck said his scouts would 
watch for prospects in Cuba, 
Mexico, South America and even 
in Japan. 

“We already have our eyes on 
a Japanese pitcher in Honolulu,” 
Veeck said. 

As constituted, the Browns of 
today “couldn’t punch their way 
out of a paper bag with a crow- 
bar,” Veeck said. He was referring 
to their batting weakness as 
shown on their latest trip. 

“On that trip the club averaged 
2.6 runs a game; you need about 
five runs a game to be winning,” 
the new Brownie boss said. 

“Our pitching has been good 
but, just as in those two close 
defeats on the Fourth, our pitch- 
ers just wait for the ax to fall 
on them because they know the 
Browns can’t get many runs for 
them.” 

The Browns used two Negroes

Brown—part of the 1947 season. 
Both were released, but Thomp- 
son returned to star for Leo Du- 
rocher’s Giants. 

Going Right After Saucier. 

With hitting so much on 
Veeck’s mind, he quickly took up 
the subject of Saucier who batted 
.343 for San Antonio last season 
but stayed on his Texas oil job 
because he couldn’t come to sal- 
ary terms with the Browns. 

“T’ve seen Saucier play. He can 
hit and he hustles,” the man in 
the sport shirt said. Veeck, confi- 
dent he could induce Saucier to 
play, expected action on the mat- 
ter within 24 to 48 hours.

-Spokesman Tells Sena- 
tors Levy Would Be 
Better Than Income 
Rate Boost. 


| Today in Congress 


WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP)— 
A spokesman for the American 
Retail Federation —an organiza- 
tion of store owners—today told 


the Senate Finance Committee a 
retail sales tax would be the best 
way to finance defense costs. 

John F. Lebor of Cincinnati, 
who said he spoke for 1,000,000 
stores, contended such a tax would 
be better than proposed increases 
in individual and corporation in- 
come taxes. 

Several key senators on the 
committee immediately expressed 
opposition. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
commented, “you want to put a 
tax on the consumer and take it 
off yourself.” 

George’s Comment. 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, said he thought a federal 
sales tax was a “serious and im- 
practable proposition” since 29 
States already had such levies. 

Lebor did not suggest what the 
sales tax rate should be. Nor 
did he propose any exemptions. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, re- 
marked he was sure such a tax 
could not be imposed without ex- 
empting food. 

The Senators are holding hear- 
ings on a bill, already passed by 
the House, which would increase 
taxes by seven billion dollars a 
year. About six billion of this 
would come from increases in in- 
dividual and corporation income 
taxes. 

Lebor argued these rises would 
“restrict the initiative’ of indi- 
viduals and “kill incentive in a 
corporation to operate efficient- 


Lebor also strcngly opposed a 
general manufacturers’ excise tax 
which is a sort of sales tax at the 
monufacturer’s level. He said 
such a levy would be pyramided 
into the costs of wholesalers and 
retailers. 

The Senators have been cool to 
the idea of a general manufac- 
turers’ tax. It was discussed at 
length yesterday. 

Senator George told reporters 
“the House would never go along 
with it” and he didn’t think his 
own committee would write such 
a levy into the pending tax bill ‘at 
this time.” However, he added: 

“I’m not precluding it. Some 
members of the committee would | 
favor it.” 

A Republican member of the 
group asked rhetorically, “You 
didn’t see any of us throwing our 
hats in the air, did you?” 

Many Previous Proposals. 

The general excise tax proposal 
has made many previous appear- 
ances on Capitol Hill, either in 
that form or as a federal retail 
sales tax, but never has come 
close to adoption. 

The new manufacturers’ excise 
tax plan was tossed into the Fi- 
nance Committee hearings yester- 
day by the National Association of 
Manufacturers. 

Charles R. Sligh Jr., Holland 
(Mich.) furniture manufacturer 
and chairman of the N.A.M. tax- 
ation committee, urged that the 
general excise tax apply to all 
manufactured products ready for 
delivery to the wholesaler or re- 
tailer. Only food items would be 
excepted. 


EX-HEAD OF MUNITIONS BOARD 
REPLIES ON TUNGSTEN REPORT 


MINOCQUA, Wis., July 6 (AP) 
~The former chairman of the 
Munitions Board replied yester- 
day to criticism by a Senate pre- 
paredness subcommittee for fail- 
ure to stockpile tungsten. 

The Senate group attributed a 
scarcity of the metal vital to mod- 
ern warfare on what it called 
“bureaucratic blindness” within 
the army and munitions board. It 
reported further that the two 
agencies failed to get together on 
needs for tungsten after World 
War II. 

Hubert E. Howard, munitions 
board chairman from October 
1949 to October 1950 told the As- 
sociated Press yesterday that 
“the munitions board did not 
have the staff nor was it its duty 
to see that the army did its job.”

blames the “fault and failure” of 
Lt. Gen. Leslie B. Groves for 
successful Soviet atom bomb es- 
pionage. 

McMahon shouted in the Sen- 
ate yesterday thai Groves ad- 
mitted responsibility, in 1950 tes- 
timony before the Atomic Energy 
Committee, for the successes of 
Klaus Fuchs. Fuchs is the Ger- 
man-born British scientist who 
has confessed he gave atomic 
secrets to Russia. 

Fuchs is now in a British pris- 
on. During World War II he was 
a leading member. of the British 
scientific team collaborating with 
the United States in development 
of the A-bomb. 

Groves was head of the Man- 
hattan Project — military code 
name for the wartime A-bomb 
work. 

Case Enters Dispute. 


Senator Case (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, challenged McMahon’s as- 
sertion that Fuchs’s admittance to 
the United States from Britain 
was Groves’s responsibility. Case 
said Fuchs was cleared for ad- 
mittance by the State Depart- 
ment. MeMahon denied, it. 

At his home in Darien, Conn., 
Groves said in answer to McMa- 
hon’s charge: 

“As I stated at the time of the 
announcement of Fuchs’s arrest, 
Fuchs and the othér members of 
the British scientific mission 
were vouched for as to their in- 
tegrity, loyalty and patriotism by 
British Government.” 

McMahon has several times 
criticized Groves since a Sstate- 
ment from Groves was put into 
the record at Senate hearings on 
the dismissal of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. In the statement, 
Groves said the late President 
Roosevelt was advised prior to the 
Yalta conference that it was vir- 
tually certain the atomic bomb 
could be produced. 

Charges by Hickenlooper. 

In a recent Senate speech, Sen- 
ator Hickenlooper of Iowa, rank- 
ing Republican on the _ joint 


Atomic Committee, generally ex- 
cused Groves for the success of 
Soviet spies. 

Hickenlooper said an executive 
order forbade Groves from inves- 
tigating foreign scientists. He 
also said he has a photograph of 
a wartime atomic worker—‘one 
of the most prominent persons 
working in the project’”—with a 
Soviet spy on one side and a Rus- 
sian consulate official on the 
other. 

He said that Groves was for- 
bidden by “higher authority” to 
prosecute this individual even 
though “he was a traitor and spy 
and they knew he was selling se- 
crets.” 

McMahon denied all.of these 
allegations and challenged the 
Iowan to produce evidence to sup- 
port his charges.

DIVORCE, DAUGHTERS’ CUSTODY 


Mrs. David Platt Ferriss, 511 
North Central avenue, Clayton, 
obtained a divorce today in the 
court of Circuit Judge Fred E.

She will receive alimony ranging 
from $150 to $312 monthly, de- 
pending upon the salary he re- 
ceives as an Army officer and as 
an advertising salesman when he 
becomes a civilian again. She was 
given the home on Central ave- 
nue with encumbrances. 


‘HARDLY KNOW THERE IS WAR,’ 
WRITES MARINE FROM KOREA 


The scheduled peace parley in 
Korea has slowed the fighting ‘so 
you would hardly know there is 
a war on,” Marine Pfc. Alois Bar- 


dol Jr. wrote his parents in a let- 


ter dated June 27. His mother, 
who lives at 3210 Osceola street, 
said her son wrote that the men 
in his company are “keeping their 
fingers crossed” over the peace 
rumors. 

“People in the United States 
are really lucky,” he said. “I nev- 
er thought people could be so 
poor as they are over here.” He 
said some of the civilians thought 
they were going to be killed be- 
cause they had been captured by 
the United Nations forces. They 
were finally won over when they 
got hungry, he said. 

Pfc. Bardol enlisted in the Ma- 
rine Corps last November and has 
been in Korea for three months. 
He is 22 years old.

Early one morning, after the chores were fin- 
ished, young Buddy and I drove down across the 
creek and up the land to the north boundary of 
Possum Trot. There we checked the cows and 
heifers grazing in the pasture, where now the 
Korean lespedeza is more than ankle-deep and 
furnishing a bountiful supply of nutritious forage. 
Then we hiked to the creek to make certain that 
the big logs which came down on the high water 
hadn’t torn down the pasture fences. The fences 
were still intact, but I couldn’t look with equinam- 
ity on tons of our good hay washed out of the 
meadow where it had been cut, and now hanging 
high in every tree where the flood had lodged it. 
We found the banks sevérely cut away in many 
places and a dozen or more big trees, many of 
them 50 or more years old, lying in the channel.

I look across, and there, standing in a foot 
of water and trying to conceal himself under a 
hanging wild grapevine, was Ichabod, our great 
blue heron.

This was the first time we'd seen the old fellow 
for a month; and the truth is, we’d given him up 
for lost. Buddy and I circled out into the woods, 
so as not to disturb the big bird, and he soon went 
back to his fishing. But this isn’t the end of the

IT RAINED AGAIN late in the afternoon, then 
cleared as the sun was setting. Ginnie served an 
early supper, then suggested we hike out along 
the bluff so she could see what damage the high 
water had done. We pulled on boots, for the 
undergrowth was shoulder-high and soaking wet. 
As Perry put it, we hadn’t gone a hundred yards 
before we were “wet clean up to our pockets.” 
There wasn’t much chance of seeing Ichabod, for 
our course lay along the bluff directly above him.

WE’VE BEEN INTERESTED in watching the 
change that has taken place in the wooded area 
along our limestone bluff since it is closed to 
spring and summer grazing. Once stripped of its 
cover and cut with gullies, it now is covered with 
a heavy and variegated growth of plants, shrubs 
and trees whick is tropical in its luxuriance. Tree 
reproduction and growth have taken a great spurt, 
although this is still most noticeable in such 
species of the “understory” as the redbud. Yet 
lately we have noted seedlings of the white, red, 
black, chinquepin, laurel and burr oaks. There 
were’ no more than two or three dogwoods along 
the bluff when we came here, but some reproduc-

IT IS A TRAGEDY of old-fashioned farming that 
the small wild areas were almost always set aside 
as pasture and then. overgrazed until they were 
a barren waste, so that all.tillable land could be 
plowed for crops. The truth of the matter is that 
a few acres of so-called cropland can be built up 
to provide more grazing than many acres of wild 
land, while proper management of the remaining 
tillable acres will produce higher crop yields than 
were once thought possible. Then the so-called 
wild land will grow good timber and wildlife and 
furnish shelter for the songbirds which help con- 
trol a hundred insect pests. More than that,. the 
waste land will soon develop a richness of forage 
plants which serve well as emergency grazing when 
it is badly yee F 


* 

THERE ARE MANY wild plants which, if they 
are allowed to establish themselves and make a 
good growth, furnish valuable forage for livestock. 
Thus in the wooded area along the bluff we ‘find 
grasse# such as timothy, redtop and bluegrass; red 
and white clover; Korean and serecia lespedeza; 
all of these’ being invasions from ‘the cultivated 
fields. And there are, in addition, .many native 
legumes such as the desmodiums or trefoils, wild 
clovers, vetches, peas and lespedezas. Then, too, 
the livestock will do a certain amount of pruning 
on the more palatable shrubs and clean up a sur- 
prising quantity of coarse weeds such as the big 
ragweed, these evidently furnishing them with 
food elements which they need. 

It seems to us that such use of the land not 
only follows Nature’s pattern more closely, but 
increases its total productivity for man. ‘

Like. all good 
things, an overdose of sun does more harm than good, because 

2 sunburn, blisters and peeling coarsen the skin, making pores 
more noticeable, leaving permanent freckles and making your 
skin look leathery and older. . 

But moderate doses of sunshine do the opposite. They 
help to refine the skin texture so pores are less conspicuous, 
less likely to get clogged. If your skin is inclined to be too oily 
or too dry moderate sunshine helps to normalize it, making it 
less s0. 

If your face, back and shoulders are sometimes pimply 
expose them to the sun as often as possible during the summer, 
beginning with 10-minute sun baths and gradually increasing 
the minutes of exposure.

Fix It Yourself

ROOT-PROOF SEWER LINES 


Ware it comes to seeking. - 


a source of moisture, tree 

roots are not one bit par- 
ticular about where they go or 
what sort of moisture they find, 
That’s why they often end up in- 
side the house sewer line and if 
left to roam at will, soon block 
up the pipe. 


Tree roots are able to enter 
most sewer lines because the 
lines are made of clay tile joined 
together with cement mortar. A 
slight crack’ in this joint allows 
the very small roots to get 
into the pipe. Once they’re inside 
they go to work and grow until 
eventually they stop the line up. 


It’s often possible. to remove 
these roots either with a power 
driven rotary cutter or with 


chemicals but the only permanent 
cure is to put down a sewer pipe 
with root-proof joints. One of 


‘the best root-proof pipes is cast 


iron solid pipe with lead joint. 
If this is installed properly - it 
will last for years and no root 
will ever find an opening to en- 
ter it. ; - 

Clay tile can also be made root- 
proof by inserting a copper col- 
lar around each joint. When a 
root strikes this copper collar it 
dies, so even if the morta# joint 
should crack you don’t have to 
WOITY. 

Installing a root-proof sewer 
line can be a rather expensive 
business, but if you add up the 
cost of having the line cleaned 
out from time to time and the 
inconvenience attached to having 
a stopped-up sewer line—it may 
be worth it.

We'll Long Remember Rainy 


It Wasn't the Wettest on Record, but It WAS Unusual, an

HERE were eight days in 
June when it didn’t rain at 
all in any part of the St. 

Louis area. Nobody seems to re- 
member those sunny interludes 
any more or if they do they 
don’t talk about it. So the June 
of 1951 will probably be remem- 
bered in terms of leaden skies, 
thunder in the night, flooded 
basements, mildewed roses, weed 
jungles in the side yard, the 
heavy track at Sportsman’s Park, 
the ruined seersucker suit, the 
rust on the unused electric fan 
and the reactivation of Grandpa’s 
knee jumps. 

Any Gallup. poll sampling 
would score it as the wettest 
June in St. Louis since the days 
of the fur traders. It isn’t so, of 
course. The rainfall of June 1947 
topped it by 1.17 inches; and you 
should have been here in 1848. 
Moreover St. Louis in the last 
30 days or_ so has been like the 
sands of the Sahara compared 
with St. Joe. But why go into 
that. Statistics have never yet 
taken the bloom off an appealing 
myth. And besides, it really did 
rain for 22 days with unusual, if 
not world-shaking consequences. 

For one thing the lawns and 
parkways have resembled the em- 
erald pastures of Donegal. You 
can’t shrug that off; not if you 
belong to that vast army of hap- 
less burghers who have fought 
so many losing battles with crab- 
grass and summer blight. With 
them one year has been like an- 
other up to now. They raked in 
September, seeded in October, 
viewed with pride in March and 
wilted in early July as the even 
stretch of green broke up into 
mangey patches. Now for once 
nature seemed to be on, their 
side. The Oregon blue came up 
so fast you could almost hear it. 
Even the hit-and-miss citizen who 
waited till Spring for seeding had 
something to show. 

More’ diversified gardeners 
have been delighted with the ex- 
uberance of their lilies, pansies 
and columbines—though in some 
cases their raptures have been 
tinged with a remote uneasiness. 
Maybe those mysterious forces in 
the soil were overstimulated and 
would go on strike from exhaus- 
tion when the going got tougher.

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NYHOW it was a strange and

Three perform- 
ances were raintd out in the first 
two weeks and the musicians in 
the orchestra pit frequently had 
water up to their shoe-tops. The 
fiddle players, incidentally, took 
a dim view of those proverbs that 
Meteorologist H. F. Wahlgren of- 
fered as appropriate reading for 
weather-minded people. They 
were particularly annoyed with 
the one that said: “A dripping 
June puts all things in tune.”

Meterologist Wahlgren wouldn’t 
have any part of that, either. Our 
June rains came from the same 
place and for the same causes as 
of yore, he insisted. But Wahl- 
gren has been here long enough 
by now to know we have certain 
peculiar responses to metero- 
logical phénomena. Since we can’t 
reasonably claim to have the, best 
weather in the world, we insist 
on its demoniac oddness. It may 
not be good, we tell ourselves, 
but boy, it sute has “character.” 

So when pressed a little he ad- 
mitted that a few secondary fea- 
tures of the June record might 
add up ‘to something that was 
better, worse .or different, at any 
rate, from 1947 or even 1848. The 
ground was dry at the beginning 
of the month, for example, so it 
soaked up the water much more 
greedily. The precipitation wasn’t 
as great, but the showers oc- 
curred more frequently and lasted 
longer. Temperatures for the 
month were slightly below 
normal. In short, there might be 
a way of figuring it that would 
justify the local conviction that 
something special had happened. 

So we can go ahead and build 
our legend. Come to think of it, 
the only good case of sunburn 
I’ve seen was bought in a Turkish 
bath. 

And now take a good look at

Fruit Dessert 

A Favorite 
For Summer 

By Edith M. Barber 


RUITS are the choice for des- 

sert during the summer sea- 

son, Beginning -with pine- 
apple which is so plentiful and 
of such good quality, and follow- 
ing with strawberries, cherries, 
raspberries, blueberries and 
blackberries, we use them as 
often as we can afford. 

Sometimes we _ stretch our 
‘budgets and put them on the 
menu almost daily. We must 
have our shortcakes occasionally 
and I hope you agree with me 
that for these a rich biscuit 
dough is essential. 

Another favorite fruit dessert 
that can be made with any of 
the seasonable fruit has a foun- 
dation of soft bread slices. 

DEVONSHIRE SHORTCAKE. 

Four to five slices bread, three 
to four tablespoons butter, one 
cup sugar, one quart berries, 
crushed. 

Butter bread on loaf, slice one- 
fourth inch thick, and remove 
crusts. Butter one quart round- 
bottom bowl or bread pan and 
line with bread, cutting one slice 
to fit small spaces. Mix sugar 
with berries. Pour in sweetened 
fruit, and cover with remaining 
buttered bread. Select plate to fit 
just inside of bowl and weight it 
down into pudding, or fill con- 
tainer or milk bottle with water 
and fit inside or over top of cov- 
ered pudding in bread pan. Chill 
24 hours. Turn out on serving 
plate and yarnish with whipped 
cream. Yield: six servings. 

SURPRISE FRUIT PUDDING. 


One sponge or angel cake, one 
quart berries or sliced fruit, 
three-fourths to one cup sugar, 
one cup heavy cream, whipped. 

Cut off top crust of cake care- 
fully. Remove about half the 
crumb and mix with three-quar- 
ters of the fruit, which has been 
mixed with sugar. Return to 
cake, put on top crust, and frost 
with whipped cream. Garnish 
with remaining fruit. Yield: ten

ARM weather brings greater 

danger of food infection. The 

advance preparation of food 
to be eaten on picnics and camp- 
ing trips make. the hazard of 
food infection even greater. Many 
people who have recently had 
food “poisoning” or ptomaine 
poisoning with its attendant dis- 
comfort, vomiting and diarrhea 
will realize the importance of care 
in handling food. - 

There are only a few essentials 
to watch, to avoid the possibility 
of infecting food. The essentials 
are the prevention of germs get- 
ting on the food in the first place 
and the avo'ding of those condi- 
tions which will allow them to 
grow and multiply. 

2° 


SEVERAL GERMS cause food 
infection. They are carried by 
fingers and flies, and may be in 
the fertilizer. of such plants as 
lettuce, cabbage, and_ celery. 
Since the germs are only a few 
millionths of an inch in either 
length or diameter, they may be 
carried through the air on dust 
particles. Thus, in the prepara- 
tion of salads, lettuce and cab- 
bage and celery must be washed 
and scrubbed carefully to remove 
many of the germs on their leaves 
and stems. 

Salad dressings, cream fillings 


for pies, ground meat prepara- 
tions or poultry in any form must 
be kept chilled until ready for 
serving. If these foods in particu- 
lar are allowed to stand at room 
temperature, they provide an al- 
most ideal growing place for the 
germs which cause food infec- 
tions. Creamed foods and poultry 
ere themselves almost perfect 
culture media for bacteria. These 
foods standing in summer warm 
rooms make everything perfect 
for bacterial growth.

SUCH FOODS must be popped 
right into the icebox immediately 
after cooking. It is a rigid rule in 
some of the better restaurants to 
discard any creamed foods and 
poultry that have been standing 
for some time at room tempera- 
ture, particularly during the sum- 
mer. They have learned from bit- 
ter experience. 

Preparing food for a family 
outing is especially likely to ex- 
pose it to infection, with a conse- 
quent unpleasant aftermath to the 
outing. ror there is not only the 
long standing at room tempera- - 
tures but the probability of food 
infection from flies and other in- 
sects. Covering the foods and 
transporting the creamed foods 
and chicken ‘sandwiches in ice 
chests will do much to prevent 
the possibility of infection.
